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YOUTH HOSTEL TO BE | Northfield Has Increased |A Fine Book 


OPENED DEC. 27 Red Cross Receipts 


The first American youth, hos- 
tel—the Schell Castle, at North- 
field, Mass., was formally chris- 
tened December 27th, at 8 P.M., 
as the Richard Schirrmann youth 
hostel in honor of the founder of 
tht first youth hostel in the world. 
The original hostel was also in a 
castle. Inspection of the hostel 
took place at 4 P.M. On the open- 
ing day and all interested persons 
as well as youth were invited. 

On the afternoon of December 
28 there will be a ski demonstra- 
tion and lecture by Strand Mikkel- 
son of Greenfield, international ski 
champion in 1929. Persons com- 
ing to the hostel for a few days of 
active ,healthy life, much of which 
will be in the outdoors, have been 
asked to bring winter sport equip- 
meut—skiis, sleds, skates, or to- 
boggans if possible. If there are 
enough cars available a party will 
be formed to drive up into the 
White Mountains. 

The hostel expects two kinds of 
guests—those who plan to spend 
a part of their Christmas holiday 
here and those who come simply 
to see and learn what it is about. 
The Jatter will probably stay in the 
vicinity overnight but the former 
group will share the life and priv- 
ileges of the hostel at nominal 
charge, cooking their own meals 
in the kitchen individually or in 
groups.

“When earth's last picture is 
painted and the tubes are twisted 
and dried,” as Kipling says, the 
country newspaper editor, other- 
wise known as the small-town ed- 
itor, is going to be glorified. He 
is going to have reserved seat in 
‘“‘press row” in the golden city and 
blazoned in light against the jas- 

r walls we will read, “Earth’s 

oulders of Character,’’ says the 
Inglewood (Cal.) Gazette. 

Filth and dirt find very little 
space in the small-town new 
per. Here we find constructive 
thought put into print, fit for the 
boy or girl to read. This editor is 
an unassuming man, generally a 
mild-mannered man. He is wise in 
the ways of the world; more fre- 
quently than otherwise he igs a 
family man. His family consists 
of one wife and maybe several 
boys and girls. He gains a true 

erspective of life through watch- 
ing the pitfalls of others. He 
burns the midnight oil in an ear- 
nest endeavor to solve the prob- 
lems of his community. He must 
of necessity be a veritable Dr. 
Jekyl and Mr. Hyde; acquiring 
many roles as he mingles with 
churchmen and politicians, honest 
‘men and crooks. You might meet 
him in church or at the show, his 
mission is for a given purpose? In 
the archives of his brain are col-° 
lected all manner and sorts of in- 
formation. This brain acts like a 
sieve, filtering out all the filth and 
dirt and rendering to the commu- 
nity wholesome and constructive 
thought. 

Yes, the small-town editor is one 
of the nation’s greatest assets, 
playing many parts in the affairs 
of men and fools, but to see the 
real man, you must meet him in 
his back garden on a Saturday 
afternoon, unshaven, with a hoe in 
his hands, and dressed like a hobo, 
when like Puck he will say: “Oh 
what fools we mortals be.” 


The Athol Transcript® says that: 

“Public Works 
Frank E. Lyman makes the novel 
suggestion that there be a compul- 
sory speed limit on automobiles by 
means of a governor on the car. 
In other words, make it impossible 
to travel more than 50 miles an 
hour in any car. While this prob- 
ably would reduce automobile fa- 
talities, and almost anything that 
will reduce fatalities is to be com- 
mended, Commissioner Lyman pos- 
sibly has made a suggestion that 
will not be accepted, since even 
legislators drive automobiles. 

Limitations of speeds of 650 
miles an hour may come, however} 
whether by governors installed in 
automobiles or by policemen keep- 
ing tabs on all the roads. Indeed, 
the necessity for police checking 
would remain, even with the gov- 
emors, since occasional motorists 
would smash their speed-control- 
ing equipment, or detach it. So it 
may be that a legal limitation 
would serve as well ag any me- 
chanical limitation. 

At present. the legal limitation 
is 30 miles an hour—a rule put- 
ting the burden of proof upon any 
driver found in excess of the 
speed and charged with reckless- 
ness. Perhaps one day the state 
will establish an absolute speed 
limit, with mandatory penalties for 
exceeding it, and leaving the po- 
lice no choice but the arrest of 
everybody who does exceed it.”

I cannot help but feel that these 
years of struggle and depression, 
have enriched our lives far more 
than we now dream.
